SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Middleton: 

I herewith submit my second annual report as su- 
perintendent of schools. 

I see boys and girls come to our schools, pass 
through the grades, graduate (or drop out) and go in- 
to higher schools or to work: and then! ! Well, what 
then? Have the needs all been met as far as possible? 
Is the life well balanced? Is there proper preparation 
for economic and social life? Is he a good citizen? 
Can he meet the new problems of the day? 

Someone has said, “The fact that some pupils 
move through our usual school classes, year after year, 
with personality characteristics apparently unchanged, 
is probably to be interpreted to mean that the usual 
school routine has not touched the deeper levels of their 
life at all. The school which sets out to know the 
whole life of its students, and to help them at their 
points of greatest need, will find an extraordinary op- 
portunity to be of aid in improving relationships with 
other people.” Our schools are doing some fine work 
along these lines, but they cannot do it all. 

Leadership is needed and we have some fine ex- 
amples and splendid efforts. ‘‘Leadership depends on 
the ability of the leader to live with, enjoy and direct 
the life of vigorous youth; together with an idealism 
and an understanding which guides young people to a 
worthwhile, efficient maturity and adult life.” 

Unquestionably the first and most important in- 
fluence in the child’s life is the home—his home—and 
other homes, which make up much of his social en- 
vironment in rural areas. According to a recent sur- 
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vey only 3% of the single youth now living at home ex- 
pressed a preference for living away from home. Only 
a few said they did not want families and homes of 
their own. It would seem, then, that the home will 
remain as an institution—the fundamental social unit. 

The schools of Middleton are being taught by 
faithful teachers interested in the welfare of the boys 
and girls. 

In addition to the regular class work, visual edu- 
cation has been continued. The superintendent has 
been able to show several motion picture films bearing 
on such subjects as relate to school work. Some eve- 
ning picture entertainments have been given which 
people from the community have attended. Such 
gatherings help create greater interest in the school. 

At the Ridge School trees have been cut, improv- 
ing the lighting of the room, and the yard has been 
partially graded. At the Corner School a small, slate 
blackboard has been installed. 

Plans are being pressed for the erection of a cen- 
tral school building, to be located near the Town Hall. 
This would be a desirable improvement for the Middle- 
ton schools. 

In the health work we have the services of the 
Red Cross nurse, Mrs. Irene Jones. All support should 
be given to overcome the defects found in examina- 
tions. Defects in eyes, ears and throat should be care- 
fully corrected and the children should have dental 
treatment. Children cannot do their best work when 
physically handicapped. The Corner School has raised 
money for the correction of physical defects. 

Last June we graduated a class of three: Harvey 
Titcomb, Russell Bullis, Prisco DiPrizio. All of these 
entered high school. 

It would be most wise and commendable if Middle- 
ton young people could be studying in post-secondary 
schools—colleges, normal schools, business _ schools, 
hospital training schools or trade schools. 

For the year ending June 30, 19388, we had an av- 
erage attendance of 30, an average membership of 32 
and a per cent of 93.9. The per cent of the Ridge 
School for the year was 96.44.
